SCHOOL REPORT, 


_ FELLOW CITIZENS.—The money raised by you and expended for 
the support of schools in town during the school year past, has, for 
the most part, received a fair equivalent in the services rendered by 
the various teachers. 


The average attendance of scholars has been materially increased 
over that of last year owing almost wholly to the fact that each schol- 
ar could have just the kind of books and the number of books requir- 


ed. 


More teachers of experience should be employed. It is true that 
beginners must get their experience somewhere, but we as a town are 
“breaking in” altogether too many teachers, in fact, more than our 


share. : 


As individuals, we inquire of an applicant, ‘‘What are your qualific- 
ations? Whatis your experience?”- As agents of schools, we in- 
quire, ‘*‘What is the lowest sum for which you will teach, and will 
you board at my house?” 


Under these conditions, it is not so much to be wondered at that we 
get no better schools, as that we get any good schools whatever. 


Some agents have hired teachers who have taught one or more 
terms in the same district. 


Good work was done, the attendance was better, and the value to 
the district thereby was doubled. Better returns for our money 
could be received, if the town would see fit to re-district some parts 
of the town. 


The district system was inaugurated years ago when the conditions 
of society were very different from what they are now and when the 
county was new and capable of supporting more and larger families. 


There are at the present time in these districts, less homes and less 
scholars by far, than formerly, and yet we persist to our great detri- 
ment in keeping up those old lines established in generations long ago. 
Many property holders cherish the delusive fancy that a change in the 
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location of a school house will decrease to an alarming extent the val- 
ue of their property. Will these same people tell me which is the 
better advertisement for their property, an oid dilapidated comfort- 
less frame, scantily covered with boards and shingles, though situated 
at their very door, or a well built tidy school room, tu which scholars 
delight to go, and in which they take comfort, though it be a mile 
even from the home? There should be something done at the coming 
annual meeting about the district on Young Hill. Allowing that there 
may be personal motives working to an extent in this matter, it must 
nevertheless be clear to all who have examined into the case, that it 
would be better for the town as a whole, better for property holders 
on Young Hill, and by far more economical, if some of the property 
in district No. 3, could be set off into district No. 5, some into dis- 
trict No. 2, and the balance united to the Tubb’s district, and a good 
school building erected in some convenient place. Lurger and bet- 
ter schools would result from such unions.

From the above report, it will be 
seen that it cost about $2.00 per scholar. 


When it is considered that there were but few scholars that requir- 
ed less than two books each, and that the larger part of the pupils re- 
quired from five to eight books of the yarious kinds each, it will be 
easily seen that the whole sum of money expended was reasonably 
small.
